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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Progress was made on a variety of issues this past year. The new computer and software 
are in place. All of the data regarding property has been entered and the computer was 
used to generate tax bills. Tax payments are being recorded in this data base. We plan to 
use the computer for financial records and the voters checklist starting early in 1999. 


We had a financial problem this year with school payments. Because many Langdon 
-esidents have an Alstead mailing address, the school district was charging Alstead with 
some of our students. The problem was discovered this past fall and we had to make an 
unexpected payment of over $81,000 to the school district to start to correct this problem. 
We will owe an additional payment of $28,221.60 this coming tax year to finish paying for 
the errors of the past four years. This is in addition to our regular school assessment. We 
were fortunate to have a good fund balance (money raised in past years, but not spent) to 
help offset the Jarger than expected school payment this year. 


The Board of Selectmen spent a great deal of time this past year dealing with road issues. 
We have surveyed all the roads in the town and with the help of Roger Lee Pelton, Road 
Agent, have developed a plan to address problems. We held a hearing in the late fall and 
in another section of this town report you will find what we are proposing. This years 
highway appropriation request of $150,000 is based on this plan and the following 
finances: 


Regular maintenance: $70,000; Last payment on the Grader: $15,000; First year of 
the repair and rebuilding schedule: $65,000. This request calls for an additional tax 
commitment of $15,000 over last year. We spent $115,00 on highways and $20,000 on 
the Crane Brook Project (final payment) for a total of $135,000 on roads in 1998. This 
years’ grader payment is the final one. 


The Selectmen would like to thank Roger Pelton for the extra time he has spent working 
with us on the highway plan. As a part of this plan we have started a file on each road in 
town with repair costs and dates and long range plans. We feel this information will be of 
use to future boards. 


We are anxious to implement a review of property tax assessments. The town has 
contracted with DiBernardo Associates to update our tax map as a first step in this process. 
We are investigating a new type of software that will keep property values current with the 
entry of a new sales survey. We expect to come to the town with a proposal in March of 
2000. 
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The Town is facing several major purchases. We are asking the voters to replace the 1991 
Ford highway truck with a 1999 Ford F-550 Diesel truck. We plan to pay for this vehicle 
with Capital Reserve Funds and with money raised by taxes. We also have a proposal to 
replace the 1972 GMC Fire Truck. This truck was originally a pumper but has been 
converted to a rescue truck. In addition to being old, it carries more equipment than it was 
designed for. We are planning to withdraw from Capital Reserve Funds, use $10,000 in 
current tax money and borrow $26,000 payable over the next two years to finance this 
purchase. Because of borrowing money, it takes a 2/3 vote by wmitten ballot to pass this 
article. We are also asking the town to put $10,000 a Capital Reserve Fund toward the 
purchase of a new police cruiser. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to thank Mary Knott for all her efforts as our 
secretary. Mary did all the data entry for the new computer system in a very short time. 
We appreciate the high quality of all the work Mary does for the town.

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TOWN OF LANGDON ROADS 
A PLAN FOR REPAIR AND REBUILDING 


To develop the following schedule of repair and rebuilding, we have used the following guidelines: 


1. Plan one major project expense each year for the next several years. 


2. Take immediate steps to stabilize existing roads to halt continued deterioration and breakdown 


of pavement. 


3. Institute a regular schedule of maintenance and repair to protect the permanent improvements 


and to minimize costs. 


4. To keep annual expenditures in the range of $50,000 to $60,000 annually to avoid a material 


impact on taxes. 


Planned Expenditures in 1999 


Russell Road and Kelly Road: Provide paved access to state highways 


Hemlock Road: Completely rebuild the 4 mile section to eliminate the dangerous 


curve and inadequate roadbed and prepare for paving next year. Use excavated 
material to improve deficiencies on Tory Hill shoulders to improve safety. 


Review all paved roads to shim badly deteriorated sections. This “spot” shimming 
will stabilize these pavements until more permanent improvements can be made.

Should access to 
highways be paved on Tory Hill Road and Tory Hill Extension? Should Walker Hill Road be shimmed or 
will sealing be enough? 


After 2003 the highway budget could be reduced provided we set up and maintain a regular schedule of 
shimming, sealing, and paving. 


Finally, as the next step, we expect to review the regular and ordinary maintenance work (ditching, grading, 
brush cutting, etc.) to schedule these activities so each road will receive attention on a regular basis.

First of all, I would like to thank Clarence Koss for his interest and hard work in helping 
the highway department in its plans for road mainenance in the future. I would also like to 
thank the Selectboard as a whole for its help and support this year. I was glad to see a 
good turnout at the November Road Hearing. I hope more of you will come out to help 
decide the long range plans and budget for road projects. I appreciate the support and 
gratitude that many people have expressed this year for our efforts to maintain the roads 
this winter. 


‘Lhe major project for 1999 will be rebuilding the first part of the Hemlock Road. This will 
complete the tar portion of that road. The fill from this project will be used to help rebuild 
part of Tory Hill Road. Most of the tar roads will recetve more shimming or sealing to 
help upgrade the road surface. 


The Highway Department is asking for a Ford 550 Truck. This truck is bigger than a 
1-ton, but not so large as to affect service time on the road. This truck will replace the 
1991 Ford Diesel because the 1991 is in worst condition, and will give us two very. 
dependable trucks. 


I hope to see you at Town Meeting.

In all instances permits were approved subject to the building site requirements 
of a minimum of a one acre site and a minimum of 200 foot road frontage. Site 
requirements for a minimum of three aces and a minimum of 300 foot frontage, 
approved by the voters in March, will be fully implemented by a petition to 
subdivide. 


Occupancy permits were issued during the past year for new dwellings and 
additions to dwellings. But because the request that work be performed by 
licensed electricians and plumbers was not approved by the voters, those items 
are not required on the application. In the case of manufactured housing, the 
permit is certified by HUD (Department of Housing and Urban Development) 
and signed by the applicant. 


Frequently, I receive printed materials from the State and private business 
sources pertaining to the implementation of new building codes or guidelines, 
approved by the State. The information is read and filed away, but not without 
concern that Langdon, unknowingly, is being exposed to risk. Ben Porter 
often said to me, referring to building and land-use codes, “John, keep it simple”. 
I do not know if it is possible anymore to “keep it simple”.

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POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 


This year started off in a way that was a little unnerving. In January we had a call 
for a bomb in the high school that tured out to be false and upon clearing from that 
incident, we received a call that a male subject was holding his wife at gun point. Both 
incidents were defused with the help of the State Police, the Walpole Police Department, 
and the Charlestown Police Department. Thankfully, the rest of the year did not finish in 
that manner. 


The accidents in town have been more than cut in half. In 1997 we handled 46 
accident calls. In 1998 we only had 22 accident calls. I think this is in part due to the 
roads being in much better shape in the winter time and people driving with more regard to 
the road conditions. On the up side of the call rate, the high school continues to be a major 
problem. The in school problems are on the increase and are more violent than in the past. 
School assaults are up as well as vandalization complaints. We had a total of three bomb 
threats at the high school last year, the last one in September resulted in the arrest of two 
female students. One was charged as an adult and is awaiting trial on a class B felony 


charge.

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The department continues to benefit from in house training, drills 
with other area departments and area fire schools. We had eight 
rescue personnel recertify as First Responders this year. 


Routine maintenance was performed on the trucks and fire/rescue 
equipment. There was also work done on the interior and exterior of 
the fire station. 


The 911 mapping system is still in progress. To report an 
emergency, you may dial 911 or 352-1100. Please state your name 
and address clearly and remain on the line in case the dispatcher 
requires more information. 


A program was started to upgrade our fire and rescue gear this year. 
All gear must be NFPA compliant. We were able to outfit several 
rescue personnel and a few fire personnel. It is our hope to buy a 
few more sets each year to bring our equipment up to date to ensure 
the safety of our volunteers. 


Through fund raisers and generous donations, we were able to 
supply the department with a radio for our rescue truck (17M2), a 
training mannequin and a defibrillator (AED). 


I would like to thank all of our members who continue to volunteer 
their valuable time and services to help the community. It is also 
important to thank all of you in the community for your generous 
donations and overwhelming support.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with 
forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire 
and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. Early in 1998 we 
experienced an ice storm, which caused severe damage to forests of New Hampshire. This 
damage created a greater potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the state. 
Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in preventing wildfires in these 
hard hit areas and throughout the State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice 
damaged woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT

This past year has been very busy for the Planning Board even though there was only one 
sub-division granted. 


The Board has reviewed and updated the sub-division regulations of the Town of 
Langdon. This included some additions and corrections due to changes in the state laws. 
No review had been done since the regulations were adopted in 1986. 


A public hearing was held December 16, 1998, on a proposed change to the General 
Provision, Section 5 of the Building Code, and the change was subsequently approved later 
that evening. General Provision, Section 5 now reads: 


“F. A trailer or mobile home with a width of less than 15 feet (referred to as 
manufactured housing) shall be supported by piers placed on a concrete slab no less than 3 
1/2” thick and no less than the outside dimensions of the unit. The topsoil will be removed 
and no less than12” of approved gravel will be placed and compacted under the slab. Piers 
shall be placed under chassis so as to allow no greater span than 12 feet. Piers of solid 
masonry material no less than 120 sq. inches on top and its base to be no less at its smallest 
diameter than half its height. Wheels will be removed from axles and unit shall be skirted. 
Manufactured housing with a width of 15 feet or greater shall conform to Building Code 
2.C. Foundations.” 


The Board has also begun work on Site Plan Regulations. We have reviewed some model 
plans provided to us by the Office of State planning. We still have several hours of work 
ahead to review the proposed Site Plan Regulations with our existing Building Codes and 
Sub-division Regulations. 


Recently we welcomed a new member to the Board. Everett Adams joined the Board in 
December. We look forward to working with him. 


The Board would like to thank all the residents who have helped and supported us by their 
attendance and participation at our public hearings. 


I would like to thank all the Board members for the fine job they have done during this past 
year and for the many extra hours they have given.

Burlington in April. LeFevre Ambulance Service was recognized as the Vermont Ambulance Service of the 
year for 1998. This award is extra special as it is awarded to the ambulance service in Vermont that is 
nominated by peers, from both within our area, and across the State of Vermont. We are pleased to be the 
recipient of this award, and we recognize the constant efforts by our staff to maintain such a high level of 
quality and service. Tim Clark, EMT-P staff paramedic, was also honored at the banquet for his work in 
child injury prevention. This is exemplary of the dedication of the LeFevre Ambulance Service staff. 


As always, LeFevre Ambulance Service strived to provide the highest level of pre-hospital care to all that we 
serve. In the past year, we have increased the number of paramedics on staff, and several of our staff 
members have been increasing their levels of certification. This results in the people in need of our services 
having the best possible care we can provide. 


Of course, we would not be able to provide such quality care if it were not for the efforts of the Langdon 
Rescue and Fire Department. Their efforts are essential in the provision of the best EMS system that can 
care for a rural environment.

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NH/VT SOLID WASTE PROJECT 
1998 ANNUAL REPORT 


—— 

We began the year saving everyone $22.34 per ton of solid waste delivered to the 
Claremont waste-to-energy plant. This is the result of reducing the tipping fee from $74.09 to 
$51.75 and has reversed the trend in recent years for a substantial portion of our collective waste 
stream to be diverted, thereby demonstrating that economic flow control can and does work. By 
working together to keep the tipping fees low and maximize recycling efforts, both the Sullivan 
County Regional Refuse Disposal District and the Southern Windsor/Windham Counties Solid 
Waste Management District will more effectively fulfill their obligations of managing and disposing 
of waste generated within their member towns. 


In addition to the reduction in tipping fees, a collections policy was also adopted which 
enabled Project staff to collect over $250,000 in outstanding receivables. This did include one 
sizeable account that had to be resolved through litigation, but a majority of the accounts have 
been handled by our office. 


Unlike years past, the Project was only involved in one significant lawsuit this year. The 
legal action prompted by Acworth’s unilateral attempt to withdraw from the Sullivan County 
Regional Refuse Disposal District, and thereby the Project, was resolved earlier this year with 
Acworth remaining a member of the Sullivan County District. The trial court determined that — 
Acworth had inappropriately withdrawn from the District; and although the issue of damages did 
go to tnal, it was settled after a half-day of testimony. 


Planning efforts were initiated in the spring of 1998 to address the future management of 
solid waste by the Districts as well as pre-existing contractual obligations, and resulted in several 
avenues being identified and explored. A Request for Proposals was published in May that 
invited interested parties to submit proposals for operating the ash landfill in Newport, New 
Hampshire. Several proposals were received, although none included a regional recycling 
facility, and the analysis of options is ongoing. After identifying several major objectives, 
including ensuring the environmental integrity of the site, minimizing current and future liability, 
and creating alternatives and options for Project communities, it was determined that a sale or 
long-term lease of the property appears to best address these objectives. The lease/sale option 
is the only option under consideration that requires the participation of an outside party — all other 
options remain within the contro! of the Project and include. 


e Closure upon exhaustion of existing capacity, trucking ash from 2001-2007 to an 
alternative site; 

e Bond the construction of sufficient capacity to meet the demands cf ash disposal under 
the Wheelabrator contract; or 

e Bond the construction of a full expansion of the site and accept commercial waste; 


All of these “internal” options, however, preserve the current liabilities that accrue to each 
member of the Districts and any expansion would require a bond to finance initial construction 
expenses. The sale/lease option continues to be discussed and input is welcome, with the hope 
that a strategic plan for the site can be prepared during the first quarter of 1999 for presentation 
at public meetings and for consideration by the Joint Committee. 


In addition, samples were taken from the landfill in July by Fritz Enterprises Inc. in order 
to evaluate the feasibility of recovering the metals present in the ash. The results indicated that it 
is feasible to bring a mobile separation unit to the site in order to recover both ferrous and non- 
ferrous metals for recycling. It is hoped that this effort will be completed in 1999.

On the iegislative front, several issues have arisen which directly or indirectly affect the 
member communities. The Vermont legislature passed a mercury reduction bill that established 
a mercury advisory committee and is, in part, targeting the emissions from waste-to-energy 
incinerators. Although the Project is exempt from this statute because the contract with 
Wheelabrator was already in place upon adoption of the statute, it is of continuing interest to all 
members of the Project. Currently, the advisory committee is recommending the revival of the 
investigations of the Project by the Vermont Attorney General and the State Auditor's offices, with 
a recommended focus on finances. and contractual obligations. 


The New Hampshire legislature will see several bills introduced that affect the Project as 
well, including establishing a committee to study the Sullivan County District, to repeal the inter- 
state compact, land use in Newport, and items generally addressing solid waste and mercury. 
The New Hampshire Departmeni of Environmental Services has also pubiished a mercury 
reduction strategy that is anticipated to become the subject of legislative action this year as well. 


The Districts have signed an agreement with Wheelabrator which provides for the 
immediate refund of over $30,000 that was paid for the analysis of ash from the incinerator and 
establishes a split fee schedule for the duration of the Waste Disposal Agreement. The 
discrepancy was discovered by the Project bookkeeper, Denise Callum, during budget 
preparation activities. 


The Joint Committee and both Districts have also approved the 1999 operating budget. 
The budget total is $3,210,828, with the Sullivan County District share being 57.83% and the 
Vermont District share being 42.17%, based on the historical average of deliveries for the last ten 
years. This budget allows the tipping fee to remain competitive and will be $57.00 per ton 
effective February 1, 1999. 


As 1998 draws to a close, we are enjoying increased public participation in the Executive 
Committee and District meetings, which is a trend we hope continues. The best decisions can 
only be made with the best available information and the sharing of perspectives. As we move 
toward the creation of a long-term regional plan, it is my personal hope that all the positive 
aspects of public participation will be realized.
